The world-old ‘‘triangle’ of the wom- 
an and two men brought about a dra- 
matic meeting, according to James L.. 
Powell, a railroad contractor, between 
him and C. Frederick Ekfelt} president 
of the Mound City Chair. Co., whom 
he suspects of paying attentions to Mrs. 
Powell. 

The meeting took place in Ekfelt’s of- 
fice, according to Powell’s statement 
Tuesday to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“It was a humiliating experience,” 
said the contractor, ‘‘aud it hurts to 
think of it now, but it seemed to me 
then to be my duty as a husband. I 
went to Ekfelt and to'd him what I 
knew; and I urged him to leave my 
wife alone, unti] he had a right to offer 
her his attentions. If she did not love 
me, I would not force myself upon her; 
she could have a divorce if she wanted 
it, but as long as she was my wife he 
must quit pursuing her. 

“Elkfelt promised he would. He swore 
by his respect for his father and by his 
love for his sister and by all that was 
Oly that he would not attempt again 
to communicate with my wife, by tele- 
phone, or by letter, or by messenger, I 
left him, believing he would keep his 
word. It was only two days until I 
saw him with my wife. 

Sues for Alienation. 

“T have told this man in the presence 
of others that he was a coward. I re- 
peat it now. I suppose I ought to have 
done my talking with a shotgun, but 
that sort of thing brings disgrace on 
others and a man thinks twice before 
he does it. But if Ekfelt has to work 
about ten years to pay for this, that 
lwill be some punishment.’’ 

This was a reference to Powell’s suit 
for $20,000 damages against Ekfelt, 
charging alienation of Mrs. Powell's af- 
fections, which he filed Monday. : 
the same time he sued to divorce his 
wife. 

“I blame Ekfelt wholly for this,”’ 
Powell continued. “I still love my wife 
and believe her an innocent woman, 80 
far as intention goes. Ekfelt made a 
systematic campaign to win her. He 
used every resource a man could think 
of. He pursued my wife nine months. 
I will tel] the full details of his pur- 
suit on the witness stand. 

“Tl believe Ekfelt exercised some in- 
fluence over her which she could not 
resist. It may have been hypnotic. On 
the occasions when I saw her with. him 
she seemed languid and not herself. 
Certainly it could not have been his 
personal charm. He is red-faced and 
not young. But then there is a legend 
somewhere, tan't there, about a woman 
who fell in love with a creature that had 
an ass’s head? 

Doesn’t Blame His Wife. 

‘T talked this thing over with my wife, 
too. She told me she did not love me 
any more and confessed she loved Ek- 
felt. Perhaps the- fact that my work 
takes me away from home a great deal 
is partly responsible. Women tike ad- 
miration and constant attention. It is 
their nature. I don’t blame my wife 
in the least. I’m just sorry for her and 
I love her.”’ ; 

Pawell is an attractive man of rugged 
physique, with brown eyes and hair 
sprinkled with gray. He has an office 
in the Missouri Trust Building. 

Mrs. Powell is a plump matron near- 
ing 40, with yellow hair and brown eyes. 
She was May Louise Frets of Virginia, 
and her father was Postmaster of the 
District of Columbia when Cleveland 
was President. She and Powell were 
marfied in Des Moines, Io., in 1900. 

Powell’s home is at 5100 Delmar boule- 
vard. Mrs. Powell left it July 18, taking 
the household furniture with her, Powell 
avers in his divorce petition, and is liv- 
ing, with @ negro maid, at 5021A Fair- 
mount avenue. She declined Tuesday to 
discuss her husband's charges, but she 
sent down word by the maid that she 
loved neither her husband nor Ekfeilf. 

That the break between Mr. and Mrs. 
Powell is not complete is shown by the 
fact that she called up his office Tues- 
day to ask him to let hér use his auto- 
mobile. He addressed her over the tele- 
phone as “dear.” . 

Ekfelt is a widower, smooth-shaven 
and stockily built, with sandy hair. He 
denied at his office that Powell had 
called on him there, or that they had 
discussed anywhere the question of his 
attentions of Mrs. Powell. 

“The only time I ever met Powell 
was at lunch at the Planters,’’ he said, 
“and that’ was in a restaurant, not in 
the parlor, as he says. There were others 
present. Powell commanded his wife to 
go home and she’ refused. It was 4 
friendly little lunch, that was all, and 
was as innocent as could be. 

“I expect to defend the alienation suit 
and to win ft.

There is more justice in giving to a 
poor widow, with a disabled son, the 
money which is due to her, than in 
sending to the penitentiary the man 
who took her cash. So believes Judge 
Hitchcock, and so he announced when 
he paroled, George Wilcox, after sen- 
tencing him to serve five years for em- 
bezzlement. 

“You are to pay $25 each month to 
Mrs. Campbell, until the entire $400 
which you took from her is paid,” said 
Judge, Hitchcock in telling Wilcox the 
terms of the parole. “If you fail in a 
single payment you will be sent to the 
pénitentiary. I shall require regular 
reports to make sure that you are keep- 
ing up the payments.” 
“l’ll pay it all up, Judge,” said Wil- 
cox easerly. 
Wilcox kept $400 of a total of $700 
which his friend and former roommate, 
Daniel Campbell, intrusted to him to 
put in a bank to the credit of Camp- 
bell’s mother. He put only $300 in the 
bank. The $700 was Campbell’s entire 
recompense from the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad for the loss of both his legs

Campbell was in the hospital at the 
time the money, seven $100 bills; was 
paid, and hence got Wilcox to do the 
errand for him.

Wealthy Pittsburg Doctor 
Slain in Home by Member

PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 2.--The bark- 
ing of a dog’in the palatial Stewart 
home at 5604 Penn avenue attracted the 
attention of neighbors who called the 
police early this morning. The police 
broke into the house and found the 
bodies of Dr. Emert C. Stewart and 
Edna Wallace. They had died from bul- 
let wounds. 

Investigations made by the police to- 
day indicate that the physician, 
was a member of an old family and a 
leader in society, had been killed by the 
woman, who was a member of the half- 
world and proprietor of a resort fre- 
quented by wealthy Pittsburgers.

Dr. Stewart was to be married Aug 10

ré~yived today. The evidence indicates 
tyat the Wallace woman, long a friend 
of the soclety doctor, killed -him in a 
jealous rage after a desperate struggle 
in which the man, of somewhat frail 
physique, was unable to cope with the 
woman, who was an Amazon 
strength. 

Dr. Stewart's wedding suit, which was 
brought home from the tallor fome Cays 
ago, was torn almost to ribbons in the

the United States* authorities, are at- 


tracting great attention among the air 
men and artillery experts of Europe. 
At the British army maneuvers, Capt. 
Dickson, artillerist and aviator, has been 
directed by the War Office to carry out 
a series of tests of tue same kind as 
the Post-Dispatch and World had ef- 
fected. The aviation department of the 
French army also is making similar ex- 





periments in connection with their an- 
nual army maneuvers, 

Carlyon BeNaires, a retirec lieutenant 
of the navy and the most prominent un- 
official naval expert in England, said: 

“I think the Post-Dispatch and New 
+ork World deserves praise for taking 
the lead in maki-¢ practical tests of 
possible uses of aeroplanes in warfare, 
though I don’t think that at the present 
stage of the aeroplane development they 
are a serious meance in naval warfare. 
The chance is slight that a bomb 
dfopped from a fast traveling aeroplane 
at a high altitude will hit a warship, as 
no accurate means have yet been in- 
vented to find the range. Explosives, 
too, must be specially invented so that 
they may do more than mere surface 
demage when so dropped. 

“T think it is a great pity that so much 
attention is being paid to the mere sport- 
ing uses of the aeroplane instead of to 
such vitally important practical applica- 
tion of its possibilities as the Post-Dis- 
patch and World is obtaining.”

Residents of Vicinity Hold 
Meetings to Discuss Oppo- 
sition to Plan.

MAY APPEAL TO LAW 





Property Owners Declare 
Their Signaturés Were Se- 
cured by Deceit. 


When 26 property owners in the vi- 
oinity of Grand and Laclede avenues 
signed a petition that “amateur basge- 
ball games’? be permitted in Handlan’s 
Park, they did not take careful notice 
of the personal! appearance of the dark 
young man who was circulating the pe- 
tition. 

When the “amateur” games began a 
few days later and the players and 
spectators proved to be negroes, and 
when yellow banners appeared on the 
park fence announcing that the place 
was “the only negro summer garden in 
St. Louis,’”’ the signers realized that a 
light mulatto, with close-cropped hair, 
had been mistaken for a white man, 

Now the neighborhood has declared 
war on the negro resort in its midst, 
and at a meeting held Monday night 
at Oliver V. Hall’s home, 3635 Laclede 
avenue, Attorney Peter T. Barrett was 
employed to conduct a legal attack on 
the place. Another meeting will be held 
Wednesday night on Hall's lawn. 

Denied Signing Petition, 

Several of the men who attended the 
meeting Monday night said they had 
not signed the petition but that their 
wives, in their absence from home, had 
signed for them, supposing that the 
games would not be different from 
those frequently held in the past by 
white teams at the park. 

A. few notioed, f was stated, that the 
man with the petition was a negro, but 
these supposed he had been employed 
te ciroulate the petition and it did not 
occur te them that the privilege was 
being sought for members of that race. 

Only one of the 27 signers, a saloon 
keeper, now says that he realized the 
real purport of the petition. He has 
“stood pat’ on his signature, while the 
other 26 are ready to sign a rermon- 
strance annulling the petition. 

Ready to Appeal to Law, 

A remonstrance will be signed at 
Wednesday’s meeting which will be used 
in an effort to break the lease of W. H. 
King, a negro editor of 2138 Market 
street. The police records show that 
King has acquired the use of the 
grounds. “If we are not able to pro- 
hibit the use of the park by remon- 
strance, “Hall told the Post-Dispatch, 
“we will try to stop the show by in- 
junction. 

“I wnderstand that King, the lessee, 
has Gecilared that if there is any objec- 
tion to negroes using the grounds, he 
and a company will purchase the site 
and make it a permanent negro amuse- 
ment place. We have a remedy even 
in that extremity, and if it comes to a 
showdown the property holders in the 
vicinity will demand that the park 
grounds give way to improvements that 
rightly belong there. 

“Several streets and alleys should 
have been cut through Handlan’s Park 
long ago, and if there is a disposition 
on the part of the Handlans to thwart 
the will of a majority of the people, we 
shall demand that the preremnente be 
made.” 

Lease Not Yet Closed. 

E. W. Handlan, who manages the park 
grounds, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he had no knowledge that negroes 
were to conduct a summer garden there. 
“A jease for carnival purposes has not 
been closed,”” he said. “There are to be 
Saturday and Sunday ball games be- 
tween negro teams. I was not aware 
that the negroes had decided to use the 
park for the summer for other purposes, 
as they were not sure they had enough 
money. 

“If they decided to take the grounds 
we will have to let them have them. 
All we are concerned in is to see that 
they obey the laws 72 ordinances while 
using the park. 

Many Attsacteen Billed, 

Banners on Handlan’s Park announce 
that it is “‘the only negro summer garden 
in St. Louis; that a show will be con- 
ducted daily and nightly, commencing 
Aug. 6 and continuing until Novem- 
ber. The poster heralds the largest 
dancing pavilion in the west, a midway 
show and Blue’s Military Band. Such 
attractions as the “Double Woman,” 

| Ortental. Village, Giant Devil Fish, old 
Plantation, Gypsy Camp, and an Elec- 
tric Theater are featured. 

Among those remonstrating vigorously 
is Superintendent James Ashbrook of 
the Methodist Orphans’ Home, 8533 La- 
clede avenue. He declares the negro 
carnival would distract the boys of his 
home throughout the summer. The 
home faces Handlan’s Park. 

Ashbrook communicated with Miss 
Belle Baker, first directress of the home, 
Monday. She advised that everything be 
done to try and keep the negroes from 
the. neighborhood. Miss Baker is a niece 
of Samuel Cupples, president of the 
home. She will communicate with Mr. 
Cupples, who is now out of town, to 
enlist his aid in fighting the proposed 
plan.

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MEN, WOMEN AND 
CHILDREN GAMBLE 
UN GREY EAGLE 


No Attempt at Secrecy Is 
Made by Those in Charge 
of Excursion Steamer. 





EASY .TO GET FEVER 





Youngsters Who Have to 
Tiptoe to Drop Money 
Are Seen Gaming. 





Men, women agpd boys gamble nightly 
on the exoursion steamer Grey Eagle, 
one of several boats where gambling is 
allowed. Slot machines, so contrived 
that the odds are against the player, 
are set along the boiler deck ef the 
boat and on the main deck, and 
throughout the ride are surrounded by 
eager gamesters. 

The Grey Dagle is run by the Colum 
bia Excursion Co., of which the offi- 
cers are: William Thorwegen, presi- 
dent; Charlies M. Berkley, treasurer 
and Il. J. Thorwegen, secretary. It 
makes public excursions Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday even- 
ings, and on the other evenings usually 
is chartered. Its capacity is 2000 pas- 
sengers, and ft rarely casts off from its 
wharfboat at the foot of Olive street 
with less than half that number. 

When the boat starts the slot ma- 
chines are not in evidence. They are 
preduced when it approaches the south- 
ern city limits on its downstream trip, 
and they are hidden as it passes the 
foot of Pestalozzi street on the return 
trip. , 
Fever Is Soon’ Acqutred, 

On the Gray Eagle only 5-cent ma- 
chines are in use, They offer five plays 
—on the red or the black, either of 
which pays two to one; on-the yellow, 
which pays five to one; on the orange 
which pays 10 to ene, and on the green, 
which pays ® to one. If there were 
none but red and black triangles on the 
wheel of chance, the player would have 
an even breag with the “nouse.” As it 
is, he plays in what is known, in race- 
track parlance, as a “greedy book.” 

The boat carries three women, one of 
them elderly, to make change for the 
players. They eit behind pine tables, on 
which ate 5-cent pieces in stacks of two, 
five and fen, to facilitate the change 
making. 

Tt does not take long for Gray Eagle 
passengers to get ‘‘the fever.”’ It can 
be seen fn their flushed cheeks and 
bright eyes as they stand in front of 
the machines, losing their nickels. 

Loss Is Certain, 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who stood 
with the knot of boys and men arora 
one of these machines and kept count 
of the losses and winnings estimated 
that the machine was gaining at the 
rate of $8 an hour. In the three 
hours of play during that trip each 
machine, at this rate, “earned” $27. 
Thete were 12 machines in operation, 
making a probable profit of $324- 
from them. 

Young women persuaded their es- 
corts to lend them quarters and dimes 
in order that they might piay the 
machines. in some instances, play- 
ing the red and black with luck, they 
won for a time. It was invariably 
true that In the end they lost what 
they had won and more. The hw of 
chance may not work out in half a 
dozen plays, but it is immutable in 
the long run. That the player wil! 
lose ultimately on these machines is 
as certain as that the sun will rise 
the next morning... Rut “the fever’ 
blinds the eyes of the gamester and 
urges him to risk more monéy., 

No Attempt at Secrecy. 

A sign at the Grey Hagle bar avers 
that ne liquor will be sold to minors, 
and so far as the repofter’s observa- 
‘tion went this law was not violated. 
But there is no such prehibition with. 
regard to the slot machines, Young- 
sters so eamall they had to tiptoe to 
reach the levers were playing. them. 
They were getting, in many instances, 
their first taste of the fascination of 
gaming. 

City efficfals and Government effi- 
clals shift from one to another “the 
burden of responsibility for the falflure 
to stop river gambling. No secret is 
made of it on the Grey Hagle. Except 
for the precaution of storing the slot 
machines in the hold as the boat ap- 
proaches the wharf, the gambling goes. 
on in frank defiance of the law.

HOW OUR MILE IS POISONED. 
'The Post-Dispatch Pure Milk Fund saves the 
lives of hundreds of babies who would have begn 








_ poisoned by being fed milk containing from 10,- 


000,000 to 16,000,000 deadly bacteria to the cubic 
inch. The Fund should be supported and made 
as broad and effective as possible. 

But why should any milk consumer in §&t. 
Louis be placed in peril] of disease or death be- 
cause of the present methods of handling much 
of the milk sold here? Why not change the 
methods until it shall be practically impossible 
to buy poisoned milk? 

A great deal of the milk used In St. Louis is 
brought into the city in cars that are not iced. 
Because this milk is rushed in early in the 
morning, it is supposed that no ice is necessary. 
But much of it is milked over night, and by the 
time it reaches the city it is germ laden. 

After it gets here it is divided among a large 
number of branch agencies for distribution. Here 
it is kept surrounded with ice. But, in the 
poorer parts of the city it is distributed to cus- 
tomers who either bring their own bottles or 
take it away in bottles on which a deposit is 
charged. In either case, the milk is poured from 
a measure in a hurry, a great deal of it running 
over the germ-covered outside of the bottle, which 
is then wiped with a cloth which has been’ used 
to wipe dozetis or scores of dirty bottles. There 
is little or no care exercised to insure cleanliness 


{mn this branch of distribution. 


pressed into the neck of the bottle. 
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As for the bottles left by the drivers of wag- 
ons, they are stoppered with a disk of cardboard, 
This disk 
forms a hollow in which dirt collects. And the 
outside and rim of thé bettle are frequently in a 
filthy condition.

SOME MODEL PHRASES. 

The dull length of the “model platform” adopt- 
ed by the Republicans of Ohio is enlivened here 
and there by a phrase that strikes. One or two 
of them indeed are palpable hits. If the thing 
were recited on the vaudeville stage as a mono- 
logue, they would certainly bring a laugh. Al- 
most: any American audience “would tumble to 
them.” 

For example: The platform says: “The tariff 
has been revised in accordance with Republican 
doctrine.” The word “doctrine” was well chosen. 
it is a neat avoidance of the fact that the tariff 
was not revised in accordance with the pledges 
of the Républican national platform, nor with the 
assurances of the Republican candidate for the 
presidency. Such side-stepping is as clever as a 
circus act. ‘ ‘ 

Another example: The President is commended 
for the indictment of persons engaged in the 
cotton pool, “formed to raise the price of one of 
the necessities of life in every American fami- 
ly.” Here we have a true masterpiece of assur- 
ance, a straight-out charge that the increased cost 
of manufactured cotton goods is due to the price 
pald to the planter for raw cotton, not to the 
joker in the cotton schedule. 

There are other such phrases, but none that 
equals these two; though, of course, recognition 
must be given to humor of the assertion thai the 
tariff “did not raise the rate of duty on a single 
common food product.” Surely that’s a whop-, 
per. 
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Undoubtedly, Missour! needs redistricting, but 
according to the Supreme’ Court it must be done 
through the action of the Legislature. The Re- 
publicans, before changing districts, must contro] 
the General Assembly. If they are good they 
may do it. 
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POLICE PENSIONS. 
One of the amendments to the Constitution te 





State Legislature to provide for police pensions 
in cities of 100,000 inhabitants and over. The pen- 
sions are to be paid in case of disability from dis- 
ease, [njury or age. The pensioned police are to 
be members of a reserve force subject to any 
emergency duty which they are able to perform. 
The amendment should be embodied in the Con- 
stitution so that the Legislature may be empow- 
ered to act. A wise system of police pensions 
would be beneficial. It would raise the standard 
of service. Moreover, police officers after years 
of service, or after suffering disability in the 
service should be provided for under the law. 
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This is no nightmare that Spain is having; she 
is waking up. 
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BETTER IN SOME THINGS. 

When Chief McCarthy of the Canadian police 
arrested Dr. Crippen at the instance of Inspector 
Dew of the London -police, he said: 

You are my prisoner. Anything you say 
will be taken down in writing\ and may be 
used against you at your trial. | 3 
Imagine what an American Chief of Police 

would have said and done to Crippen and the 
girl! Mystery, third degree, sensational traps, 
alleged conspiracies, suspected accomplices, fatal 
admissions, forced confessions. 

In England, where the rights of accused men 
who may be innocent are rigidly respected, there 
are prompt trials and many convictions. Here, 
where a suspected man has no rights that the 
police respect, there are prolonged delays and 
few convictions. 

They do some things better in England than 
in the United States. 
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Ohio Republicans, their platform says, are in 
favor of the Federal income tax amendment. 
But the Republican Ohio Legislature failed to rat- 
ify the amendment. Is it still the party view 
that two promises equal one performance? 
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LEE IN STATUARY HALL.

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CONSERVATION OF RADIUM. 
From Consular Reports. 


Consul Albert Halstead of Birming- 
ham, transmits the following article 
from the Daily Post of that city con- 
cerning a radium safe: 

“A remarkable safe, the first of its 
kind ever construct” has been made 
by an English irm of safe makers for 
the British Raalum Corporation. It has 
been specially constructed for the stor- 
age and protection of radium, and 
though only about three feet in height 
it weighs a ton and a half. Great in- 
genuity has been exercised upon the ae- 
sign and construction in order to make 
it, as far as possible, proof against the 
skill of the most expert burglars and 
against all risks of loss by emanation. 
Experiments proved that practically the 
only metal which would withstand tne 
great penetrating power of radium ema- 
nations was lead, but as this was not at 
the same time burglar proof, the only 
solution was to construct a safe with 
an interior of lead and 1n exterior of 
steel. The interior shell was made of 
three-inch lead and the outer casement 
of a similar thickness of steel. Another 
difficulty was the fitting of the door to 
prevent the escape of any ray of light. 
This was secured by constructing a cir- 
cular lathe-turned door which has a 
“dead” fit, and has a specially ingenious 
contrivance fcr immediately remedying 
any wear and tear caused by opening 
anu shutting the door. Another safe- 
guard which had to be taken was to 
prevent loss of emanations when the 
door is opened. To overcome this two 
vaives have been fixed into the door 
through which tubes of mercury will be 
passed for the collection and storage of 
the emanations.
